CUP For Trailer Park 


The first step in phasing out 
the chicken ranches owned by 
R. B. Z., Inc, on Arrow High- 
way and Benson Street was tak- 
en when the Planning Commis- 
sion issued a Conditional Use 
Permit for a Mobile Trailer Park 
on the property. A Conditional 
Use Permit for apartments was 
issued at an earlier Planning 
Commission meeting. 

The chicken ranches in the 
area have been under criticism 
by citizens who claim the ran- 
ches are causing an acute fly 
problem, 

The R, B, Z ranches are under 
the presidency of Councilman 
Ronald Rossitter and he has been 
under fire by a citizens group 
who have presented a petition to 


the council with 650 signatures, 


At the last council meetings, 
a debate over the situation be- 
came quite heated at times when 
spokesmen for the group ques- 
tioned the councilman a of- 
ficials of the San Bernardino 
Health Department about the 
number of flies in the area, 


The county officials said the 
flies were coming from other 
sources than the chicken ran- 
ches and the citizens group dis- 
puted the report, 

The county officials reported 


that they had inspected the area 
and if there were violations, they 
(the ranchers) had cleaned up 


the area, and it was hard to 
issue citations under thesecir- 
cumstances, 

Mayor George Gibson said, 
“*The council is completely sym- 
pathetic but, citizens you can’t 
suddenly shuffle off flies, New 
problems develop everyday and 
the people involved must be 
allowed to phase out their opera- 
tions,”’ 

Councilman Ronald Rossitter 
said he was aware as of the prob- 
lem of housing near agricx:!ture 
and that he wanted the opportunity 
of quietly phasing out the chicken 
ranches, . 

The R. B, Z Inc, Co, is plan- 
ning to build an apartment com- 
plex and trailer park on the 
site of the chicken ranches,

Is the Single Family Home 
Going? 


After some 350 years of 
settling this nation, most 
often by building a single 
family home where there 
was none before, the 
economic practicality of 
the single family home is 


coming under fire. 


Economists, planners, 
and builders look at the 
rising cost of materials, 
labor, land, taxes, the 
scarcity of financing and 
the rising interest cost. 
They wonder if the single 
family home is being 
priced out of reach of the 
average single family. 

As a realtor, I am con- 
cerned, too, I also think it 
is a good thing that we are 


examining the concept of 


the single family home as 
compared to town house, 
condominiums and apart- 
ments. Dwellings should 
be chosen because they 
are the most suitable for 
many reasons, not be- 
cause it is the “‘thing’’ to 
do, 


NO LOW COST HOMES 

It is a fact that there is 

no such thing asa new 
low-cost house, at least 
not under present build- 
ing codes and methods .of 
building. The fact that 
this is true had focused 
attention on the possibili- 
ty of using new materials 
and new methods of build- 
ing to reduce the cost of 
housing. 

Modules are being 
talked about, that is boxes 
in one form or another 
that are put together to 
make up a finished house, 
apartment or condomini- 
um. A new experiment 
from scientists at Purdue 
university and the Mas-~ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology uses plastic 
material formed on the 
job site. 

The Purdue-MIT meth- 
od extrudes epoxy resin 
using a truck and crane. 
The resin is foamed into 
molds three or four 
inches thick, solidifying 
in 10 seconds, shaped as 
desired, It’s light weight, 
requiring no heavy foun- 
dation. Surfaces are hard 
and smooth, There are 
other advantages, 

The biggest advantage 
is cost. A two-man crew 
can erect a 1,000 sq. ft. 
building in six hours at a 
cost of $3,000, the Purdue 
-MIT experts claim. 

Experiments in con- 
struction include pre- 
formed concrete in molds 
either on the job site or 
off of it, wooden panels 
much like those used in 
model homes, use of glue 
instead of naiis, new types 
of windows, doors, floors 
and walls. 

All of this activity is 
designed to make it easi- 
er for the property owner 
to own. It doesn’t really 
consider whether single 
family homes are better 
or apartment or town 
houses are better.
